ALASKA RESERVATION. 
It Covers Islands at the Southern End. 

Washington, Aug. 22. — A proclama- 
tion was issued by President Roosevelt 
today, creating the Alexander Archipel- 
ago Forest Reserve. This reserve 
which is the lirst of importance in Al- 
aska, is situated in the extreme south- 
eastern part of the territory, and 'will 
comprise Prince of Wales island and ad- 
jacent islands to the seaward. Chicugof, 
Kuproanof, Kulu and Zarembo islands, 
with ninny smaller islands lying further 
out to sea. 

Lieut. Emmons, of the navy, who is 
now encaged in the search for old Rus- 
sian boundary monuments in Alaska, 
once made an examination of the tim- 
ber resources of southeastern Alaska isl- 
ands, and tie urgently recommended ihat 
the Alexander Archipelago bo constitu- 
ted the reservation. lie said that these 
islands contained most valuable timber, 
and that weans must be taken immedi- 
ately to prevent depreciations. The re- 
commendation appealed to President 
Roosevelt strongly, for it is not too much 
to say that he takes a more lively inter- 
est in the needs of Alaska than any of 
his predecessors have taken. 

None of the bona tide settlers or In- 
habitants of Alexander islands will be 
deprived '<f any valid rights he may pos- 
sess either under the Russian regime or 
under acts of Congress. Several claims 
have 'been initiated upon Chicagof and 
Prillco of Wales islands, covering lands 
occupied for purposes of trade and man- 
ufacture, and these claims will bo re- 
spected. Further locations, however, 
are prohibited, as the entire reservation 
will come under rules that are prescribed 
Gor -forest reserves In the United States. 

None of the territory comprised in the 
new reservation has been surveyed, and 
its area is unknown. 



Montreal, Aug. 2:!.— The last rites of 
the church have been administered to 
Hon. Joseph Royal, who is sinking fast. 

President Shaughnessy, of the C. P. 
R., states that the company will proceed 
at once to so improve the roadbed that 
tho present running time will be reduced 
from 97 to 70 hours across the contin- 
ent. 

Cobourg, Out.. Aug. 23.— Miss Vivian 
Sartoris, grand-daughter of the late 
Gen. U. S, Grant, was married here to- 
day to Frederick Roosevelt Scovel, a 
cousin of President Roosevelt. The 
ceremony was performed by Rev. Canon 
Spragge, St. Peters' English church, and 
the beautifully decorated edifice was fill- 
ed with prominent guests, among them 
.many from the United States. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 23.— Some rumors 
have arisen in connection with the deatJi 
of a woman at Huns Valley, northeast 
of .Minnedosa. At the time of the death 
it was believed to be accidental, as the 
woman was said to have been shot by 
her husband while he was trying to 
shoot a wolf in the- yard. Tho coroner's 
jury was empanelled at the time and 
returned a verdict of accidental death. 
Since the occurrence, however, rumors 
have arisen that the death was not nc- 
idental, but that the woman was mur- 
dered by her husband, who was infatu- 
ated by a girl in the neighborhood, and 
that lie put his wifo_ou.t of the way in 
order that lie might marry the girl. 

Maple Creek, N. W. T., Aug. 23.— II. 
R. Forsythe was arrested nt Medicine 
Hat last night, suspected of being impli- 
cated in the robbery of Dixon Bros.' 
vault there on August (!. Forsythe is an 
ex-policeman and was only recently re- 
leased from the penitentiary. 

Rlmonski Wharf, Que., Aug. 23.— R. 
M. S. Corinthian, from Liverpool, was 
reported inward this morning. Among 
her saloon passengers are A, J. Stewart 
Tapper, Mrs. Topper, Miss Jessie Top- 
per, Miss Frances Tapper, Mr. Tupper 
and Col. Turner.

Some' of the cnu- 
nerics have already closed down. The 
contract witli the fishermen expires 
Monday night, but there will be more or 
loss fishing until the end of the season 
September D, although many of the can- 
neries will close Monday night.

BUILDING UP. 

New Village Erected For Sufferers of 
Bate Eruption. 

Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, 
Aug. 21.— (Thursday.)— A highly interest- 
ing ceremony was witnessed yesterday 
in the blessing of one hundred and sa- 
teen houses erected by tho government 
for the settlement of sufferers by the re- 
cent eruption of La Sonffriere. This is 
the first village to be inaugurated to this 
end. The ceremony was conducted un- 
der the auspices of the Anglican church. 

The new village occupies a sito on the 
seaside, four miles west of Kingstown, 
and is considered to bo at a safo dis- 
tance from La Sonffriere, an orchestra 
and thousands of spectators were pres- 
ent at the ceremony. 

CHINESE IX 'PHILIPPINES. 

London Times Discusses Immigration 
Question. 

London, Aug. 23.— The Times this 
morning publishes a special article deal- 
ing with the question of Chinese immi- 
gration in the Philippines. The writer 
of the article expresses the belief that 
the United States rigidly excludes' 
Chinese from tbe Philippines, whore 
such a course will prove a fatal error of 
judgment, because .the instincts of Am- 
ericans 'make it impossible for them to 
compel the lasJy brown men to work as 
the Dutch compel the Malays to labor, 
and the Filipinos aie not likely to work 
without compulsion. The development 
of the Philippines can only be effected 
by means of an ample and steady stream 
of coolie labor. 

The Americans sooner or later will dis- 
cover, says the article, the utter hope- 
lessness of transforming the character 
of the natives of the islands, and they 
must decide whether to suffer the Fili- 
pinos to go their own way and die ou 
in peaceful indolence, if that be nature' 
decree, or persevere in a course of fail- 
ure. 



Rosslaud, B. C, Aug. 23.— Charles 
Hoskins and Josiah Lobb were drowned 
in the Josie mine, of the Le Roi No. 2 
group this morning, under circumstances 
that are rarely paralleled. The two 
men were at work in tho bottom of the 
Josio shaft, 000 feet below the surface, 
where they were sinking a continua- 
tion of the shaft. In another section of 
the mine, on what is termed the An- 
nie ground, a disused shaft was located 
and this had tilled with water until it 
contained many thousand gallons. This 
morning the water broke through the 
wall of the Aunie shaft, penetrating 
through a seam of talc and greasy clay 
for a distance of no less than (it) feet 
into the workings beneath, a circum- 
stance that is fortunately exceedingly 
rare. From the. workings immediately 
beneath the Aunio shaft, the water 
tlowed in a cataract along tho three 
hundred foot level to the .losie shaft and 
dropped six hundred feet into the bottom 
of tho Josie shaft, whore four men were 
at work. A shower of boulders was 
carried down in the cataract, and it is 
presumed that Hoskins and Lobb were 
stunned before being drowned. Their 
partners, J. Hocking and Thomas Strick, 
climbed the shaft through tho falling 
water and escaped alive. At S o'clock 
tonight the bodies were not recovered. 
The Josie shaft was filled for GO feet, 
and pumping operations were immediate- 
ly started. 



Winnipeg, Aug. 2:!.— The weather is 
beautiful for Manitoba's big. grain har- 
vest, and cutting is now goneraL Somo 
10,000 harvest laborers have arrived 
from the East. 

Wheat cutting is in full swing in most 
districts and the warm and bright wea- 
ther prevailing will certainly make- it 
general early next week. Of 110 reports 
received from agents of one of the rail- 
roads passing through the principal grain 
centres in Manitoba and the Northwest, 
.101 are of the most favorable character 
that could be desired. 

Eastern harvesters arrived in thou- 
sands yesterday to assist in the garner- 
ing of Western Canada's big crop. The 
first train reached the city, at 14.35, and 
it had SSO ou board. The second came 
in one hour later with 070. The re- 
gular transcontinental express urrived at 
S o'clock and it had 300 on board. The 
arrivals were a husky lot of. men who 
looked as if they meant business, and 
had come West to work. 

A special harvester's train loft last 
evening at S:30 for the West. It ha"d 
000 ou board, who were engaged for 
work at points between Winnipeg and 
Moosejaw. This was the only special 
train sent out yesterday. The regular 
train to Glenboro, Doloraino, tho main 
line and the Manitoba & Northwestern 
took out largo contingents this morning. 
It is likely also that several special 
trains will be arranged to points which 
the regular trains cannot accommodate. 

The crowd has boon excellently 
handled by the railroad officials- and rep- 
resentatives of the provincial, govern- 
ment, who havo been fitted from past 
oxperbuee, and it is likely that tho 
Hocking to and overflowing of tbe prin- 
cipal points, which have characterized 
the distributions in past years, will bo 
avoided. The harvesters this year are 
more- ready to take advice and the offi- 
cials are better prepared. 

Richard -Mitchell, tho energetic _ repre- 
sentative of tho Northwest Territories, 
secured more men than any other of the 
delegates. Speaking to a reporter,. Mr. 
Mitchell said: "Wo have magnificent 
crops (;his year, and wo must have men 
to help us to reap it. In previous years 
wo have been left in tho cold in the 
matter of harvest hands, while Mani- 
toba points have often been overcrowd- 
ed. But wo are ahead of you this year; 
we arranged tho whole business in ad- 
vance. I have' secured nearly half of 
those who have already arrived, and if 
20,000 are coming I will take at least 
7,000 of them." 

SCHOOLS IN PHILIPPINES. 

Denial of Charges Made Against Them 
in United States. 

Washington, Aug. 23.— The bureau of 
insular affairs of tho War Depart- 
ment has made public the report of 
Frank Bowen, acting general superin- 
tendent of public instructions for the 
Philippine islands, upon charges made 
in tho United States against the school 
system of the islands, alleging that it 
was used as a proselyting agency against 
Catholics, and generally used to tho pre- 
judice of Catholicism. The charges 
were forwarded to Manila, and the re- 
ply was made to Acting Governor 
Whight. The report of Supt. Boweu 
is dated July 5, and is a general and 
specific denial of the charges. He says 
that of 20 persons who have been divi- 
sion superintendents, only one has ever 
been a clergyman. Three division super- 
intendents were appointed from a .:st 
submitted by leaders of tho Catholic 
church in the United States. Tho only 
departure from strict non-sectarianism 
on the conduct of the schools was a pro- 
vision of the Philippine commission, 
which made it lawful for a priest or a 
minister of any established church in 
the pueblo where a public school is sit- 
uated to teach religion for one halt- 
hour three times a week in the school 
building to pupils, whose parents have 
expressed a wish ior such instruction. 

Concerning proselyting, the report 
says: "Not only is no proselyting allow- 
ed or attempted in any of the public 
schools, but inquiry of the leaders of 
the four principal Protestant denomin- 
ations here brings out the fncts that 
so far as known by these leaders, there 
is not one native Protestant Sunday 
school teacher in the entire archipelago." 

Tho statement that not one-third of 
the Protestant teachers ever taught a 
day before going to the Philippines, and 
that the Catholic teachers are sent into 
the distant provinces is emphatically Jo- 
ined. It is stated in the report that the 
conditions of the public schools in tbe 
Philippines do not warrant the- state- 
ment that they are worse in the islands, 
as viewed from a 'Catholic standpoint, 
than in the Uni'.ed States.

Press Despatch Says Cubans Cheered 
For General Weyler. 

(Havana, Aug. 23. — -Some of the city 
laborers were sent to the wharves nt 
noon today to assist in unloading cement 
used in connection with public work. 
On arriving at the wharves they re- 
fused to work on account of the strike 
of dock laborers and others and march- 
ed to the palace, where they were dis- 
persed by the police. The crowd cheer- 
ed for Spain and General Weyler,

MEASURING BY BHOTOGBAPHY. 

A New Method for Tailors Invented iu 
■Paris. 

A new method of measuring for tailors 
has been patented in Paris. The person 
to be measured is placed before the 
camera, and' between them is introduced 
a network that is photographed at the 
same time and serves as a standard. 
Certain artifice.-, are necessary to obtain 
a complete result; thus, certain hidden 
parts, like the armpits, etc., must be 
indicated by objects visible from without; 
and, finally, several views from must 
be taken from various standpoints. The 
subject is also fitted with a sort of 
harness which indicates points of com- 
parison. These- points may, however, bo 
marked directly on the person instead. 
The relative positions of the camera, 
the network, and the subject are careful- 
ly adjusted so that the subject appears 
always on the same scale, and then the 
photograph is taken from the various 
necessary standpoints. 

OIL FUEL. 

General .Manager of Grand Trunk on Its 
Fse. 

Mr. ('. M. Hays, general manager of 
the Grand Trunk railway, writes as fol- 
lows to the London Financial News, on 
| the subject of the oil 'fields in Texas, and 
I the application of oil to traction pur- 
| poses: "We made considerable progress 
in this direction -while I had the man- 
agement of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany, having equipped in the neighbor- 
hood of 150 locomotives with the oi! 
burners. Four barrels of oil are con- 
sidered the equivalent of a ton of coal 
for steam-producing purposes, and as our 
coal cost us an average of ,fti per ton in 
California, and about $2 per ton in 
Texas, and 1 made contracts for oil on 
the basis of 2(1 cents per barrel, yon 
may easily estimate the economies to bo 
obtained by the substitution of oil for 
coal in locomotive service. The prin- 
cipal expense in connection therewith is 
the building of tanks for storage pur- 
poses. These we constructed at fuel 
station points, with a capacity of some 
40.000 barrels. The appliance for 
burning oil can be placed on an engine at 
a total cost not exceeding SllH) per en- 
gine. Wo are perhaps too remote from 
the oil fields of Texas, to make practic- 
able the substitution of petroleum for 
coal mi the Grand Trunk railway, al- 
though if our Ontario oil fields were ever 
to reach a development of any magnitde 
we might well do so. As von are aware, 
we buy our coal at the Detroit river for 
from $1.50 to $2 per ton. and the freight 
charges on Texas oil. added to the cost 
of the oil itself, would exceed our pres- 
ent cost f ir coal. There are some dis- 
advantages in the use' of oil in the effect 
of the extreme variations of tempera- 
ture ou the fife-box and boiler, which 
adds to the expense of their mainten- 
ance; but this is not of sufficient Import- 
ance to offset the advantage in the use of 
nil in places where the cost or fuel has 
reached any material figure."

King Victor Emmanuel*

Berlin. Aug. 23.— Gilded masts sur- 
im.uuted by evergreen crowns aro being 
set up along Under den Linden in pre- 
paration for the entry into Berlin of 
King Victor Emmanuel of Italy on 
Thursday next. The programme for the 
King's entertainment, which includes re- 
ceptions, state dinners and a gala per- 
formance at. the opera, will end on Sat- 
urday with the great fall parade of 
troops on the TenipleholT field. 

The object of King Victor Emmanuel's 
visit, as explained at the Italian em- 
bassy, is simply to make his first call 
since his accession, upon his friend the 
Emperor. Such was the only purpose 
«f his visit la Russia it is stated, and 
it is quite probable that the King 
visit Franco next year. 

Austria is not likely to be visited by 
King Victor Emmanuel, tor the reason 
that. Emperor Francis Joseph never re- 
turned the lato King Humbert's visit 
to Vienna because he wished to avoid 
offending the Vatican by seeing King 
IHumbert in Rome. 

As King Victor Emmanuel on his visit 
to Berlin will bo attended by the Italian 
premier, the relations between Italy and 
Germany will naturally be discussed, 
but everything approaching negotiations 
with a definite object grew out of the 
Emperor's personal idea and are not otli- 
eial, and tin- fruit lessm-ss of making 
them is already well understood by the 
ministers here. As for the rest, the 
Bcrliuers aro looking forward to a bril- 
liant .-how and officialdom anticipates a 
wearisome series of functions which it 
must attend.

Beri-beri, an obscure and deadly 'mal- 
ady, has lung been known among the 
natives of Burma, Ceylon, the West 
■Const of India, ami the (.Malay Peninsula 
and a number of cases have been treated 
in the Rangoon Hospital. There they 
have come under the observation of a 
young scientist, Capt. E. It. Rost of the 
Indian Medical Service. Some time ago 
Capt. Rost noticed a connection between 
the disease and the eating of partially 
fermented rice. 

He set to work feeding fowls upon 
What he believed to be the cause of tho 
malady. He soon had cases among these 
birds of what, iu its intestinal lesions 
and general symptoms, bo found to bo 
identical with beri-beri. He then inocu- 
lated healthy fowls with blood taken 
from the diseased ones. The malady fol- 
lowed with the certainty of cause and 
effect. He went ou with the process, 
and now has a fourth series under ob- 
servation. He continually checked his 
results by inoculating fowls with blood 
of human beri-beri patients, when they 
developed the same symptoms us when 
inoculated from their fermented rice fed 
fellows. He has communicated bis ob- 
servations to the Indian Medical Gazette, 
l lie service medical organ in India, His 
discovery points to the disease being 
caused by a microbe in the blood, derived 
from fermented rice. It explains the 
hitherto not understood fact that only 
natives living in damp tropical regions 
where fermented rice liquor is largely 
consumed aro liable to the malady, also 
why it is that women and children, who 
consume less rice liquor than their hus- 
bands and fathers, are also less; often 
attacked.

must be kept steadily in view. In th 

! of a small community, with a police 
force of a score of officers, the chief 
would naturally deal immediately witii 
each of bis subordinates and a chief who 
could not by his personal influence pre 
vent not only corruption, but friction, 
would be unlit for his position. But this 
ideal state of affairs is impossible in 
great centres of population. The city 
must be divided into districts or di- 
visions and each district must be in a 
certain sense an imperium in iinperio. 

Ami unity of administration is also 
a matter or principal importance. Every 
police force lias a nominal chief. But 
what is wanted is u reftl chief, a man 
who will have iu his hands all the com- 
plicated threads of police duty. The 
mere patrolling the streets, to say noth 
ing of the pipeclay and buttons part 
of tho business may to a large extent 
be dealt with through subordinates, for 
all such matters are open to public ob 
serration, and abuses cannot easily bi 
concealed. But 'in regard to tho more 
delicate ami difficult spheres of " police 
duty, as for example, keeping order un- 
der the surface, so to speak, apd es- 
pecially checking and detecting crime, 
everything should come under the same 
eye. Tin; chief of a force cannot be in 
personal contact with them. But ho 
cannot fail to remark, for example, tho 
difference in the number and character 
of the reports which come from this sta- 
tion or that respecting drinking houses 
or brothels and those received from 
other parts of tho town. What is the 
explanation of it? Does it indicate bet- 
ter control? Or does it raise a suspicion 
of corruption V And so with crime. How 
is it that certain blllcers make so many 
arrests and others so few'.' How is it 
that so many burglaries occur here, so 
few there? And so on. A chief of po- 
lice thus gains a general view and main- 
tains a general control, lie sends_ for 
different superintendents and inspectors 
as these questions arise, ami arrives at a 
decision respecting them. 

1 do not suggest, of course, that every 
police report should be read iu full by 
the chief. That vould bo impossible in 
a great city, for every crime without ex- 
ception and every occurrence of im- 
portance should be reported to headquar- 
ters. But if a chief bus sufllciont as- 
sistance the gist of everything will be 
put before him, and his attention will 
lie specially called to whatever ought to 
Hie rend in extenso. And I ought to add 
that my knowledge of the cleverness 
of dishonest officers forbids my suppos- 
ing that they can be caught easily or 
immediately; but I do say emphatically 
that, with sound men in the higher ranks, 
and a good moral tone prevailing gener- 
ally in the force, systematic corruption 
would he impossible, and no black sheep 
would long escape detection

Police duly mnV he roughly divided 
into the two spheres of public order 
and crime. Even if Adam had never 
sinned we should still want a police force 
in every large city, to regulate traffic 
and to deal with any other kindred mat- 
ters. But human nature being what it 
is the sphere of police duty includes 
dealing with wrong-ifoers. And, further, 
the police are always liable to become 
wrong-doers themselves. And here the 
practical distinction to he kept iu view- 
is between police duties which are dis- 
charged openly and in the light of day 
and other duties in the discharge of 
Which police ofllcers are not subject to 
public observation or control. For ex- 
ample, in discharging the duty of keep- 
ing order in a public street there is prue 
tically no scope for dishonesty; uud if 
an officer fails it "will probably be iu the 
matter -of discretion or of courtesy. But 
if is otherwise when it becomes a o,ues- 
tion of reporting on the conduct of i 
drinking saloon or of bringing criminals 
to justice. 

The first point, then, is the selection 
of candidates for the force. No iu ii u- 
ence should Re allowed to secure the 
admission of men of bad or doubtful 
character. The next desideratum is to 
create a sound esprit de corps. If the 
public opinion inside a police force is 
apt, the oflieer who does a dishonorable 
or dishonest or otherwise wrongful act 
is looked down upon anil the task of 
maintaining a high standard of duty he- 
ouics '{practicable.

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FORECAST OF 
IMPERIAL PROGRESS 



Speech Delivered Seventeen 
Years Ago and I ts Relevancy 
Today. 



This is uot an inappropriate time to 
recall an eloquent speech ou "The Brit- 
ish Empire, Federation, anil Foreign Af- 
fairs," which was delivered by the late 
Mr. Joseph Coweu at Newcastle-ou- 
Tyue, on November ISth, 1S85. Ilo said: 
What is the British Empire? We want 
to consolidate the power, 'and uphold the 
honor of our country. Wo desire power, 
not for the display of Imperial arrogance 
or excllisiveness; but for the maintenance 
of international rights and the fulfilment 
of international duties. The sentiment 
Of Empire is innate in Britons; and we 
are under obligations to sec that it is not 
played upon for unworthy purposes. 
.Now, what is the British .Empire'.' The 
words are often used, but not often un- 
derstood. There is a tale told of an Eng- 
lish statesman, who, when unexpectedly 
called to the presidency of the Colonial 
Dupavtinent, asked his secretary to get 
a map of the world into his room, as he 
wanted to see when- the places were 
situated that he had to rule. A decent 
gazetteer would also, he thought, he ser- 
viceable. The British dominions em- 
brace one-seventh of the laud surface of 
the globe, and nearly one-fourth of its 
population. They cover millions of 
square 'miles in America; over a quarter 
of a million in Africa; over a million and 
a half in Asia; and three millions in Aus- 
tralia. The total- area is 8,UOO,000 square 
miles, or times the extent of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. That is for every square 
mile of land we have at home, we have 
(10 square miles across the seas. The 
population is estimated at over 310,000,- 
000, and includes mon of all colors- 
white, black, red and yellow— and ail 
creeds. Tin; .Queen rules over nearly 
one-third more Mussulmans than the Sul- 
tan does; she has over one-third more 
.Mahometan than Christian subjects; mid 
as many believers in Brahma as in Ma- 
homet and Christ put together. There 
is not now, and there never has been, an 
Empire which lias equalled jt in extent 
and population, in Industrial enterprise 
and wealth since the world began. There 
has never been one that approximated 



and 
will 



to it in self-government. It is that fac- 
ulty and habit of independence, which has 
been spun into the staple of our being, 
that has given such boundless vitality to 
the English race, and conferred upon 
them the* uttermost parts of the earth 
as an inheritance. Wherever the tracery 
of her widely-spread web extends, her 
responsibility is carried. She is here n 
citndel, encircled by an admirable line of 
defence — the ocean. She has not only 
to mount guard upon it. and all its out- 
works and dependencies, but she has 
long and intricate lines of communica- 
tion to keep open and intact. This in- 
volves exceptional responsibilities, and 
necessitates wariness, energy, and spirit. 
There are broad distinctions between 
the British and other Empires — ancient 
and modern. It is more scattered. It 
has not lour, but four thousand fron- 
tiers, touching, at one or more points, 
nearly every civilized State, and innum 
Brablc savage tribes. Such expanded 
and undulating borders, and such varied 
anil uncertain neighbors, involve us in 
constantly recurring conflicts, which make 
less figure in our annals than they do 
in our estimates. Physically, Great Bri- 
tain is an island; but, strategically, she 
is a great Continental Power. Other 
great States are more homogeneous and 
their frontiers less exposed. This is 
true of Russia, China, and the United 
■States; and still more so of Germany, 
Franco, and Austria. The British Em- 
pire combines the trading, colonizing and 
military characteristics of the .Phoenci- 
nns, the Greeks and the Romans. Its 
citizens have carried into their struggles 
with the untried and the unknown in 
their distant dependencies the national 
gifts and political virtues acquired by a 
long practice of liberty. 

U'o keep free and safe our ocean in- 
tercourse, on which the Empire depends 
for its existence, we require to plant 
numerous arsenals, garrisons, and coaling 
stations along the routes into which 
trade has settled. There are live such 
.main lines, intersected with naval and 
military stations. The first, the oldest, 
and the shortest, but not the least im- 
portant, route is to Canada. It i* 2.UIKJ 
miles long, between tin' nearest points in 
England and Newfoundland. There is 
one station on it. at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, where there is an extensive dock- 
yard and military depot. The second 
line is to the West Indies. It is o.OIMI 
miles long between the nearest points. 
<tn it there are four stations— 'Bermuda, 
the Bahamas (the first point discovered 
lrv Columbus) Jnmaicj ami Antigua. 
There is an iron dry dock at Bermuda, 
which was made at Liverpool at a cost 
of £300,000. The British trade passing 
over these two routes amounts to up- 
wards of 200 million pounds a year, mid 
it will increase. When the 'Canadian in- 
ter-Colonial Railway is developed, and 
the .Panama Canal is opened, it will be 
the best ami quickest route to the North 
Pnoitie. The third line is to the East 
through the Suez Canal. By this it is 
•l.otMl miles to India, and 0.000 to Aus- 
tralia. On it there are seven stations— 
(Gibraltar, n -strongly fortified place; Mal- 
ta, -where we 'have a naval establishment 
at least half the size of that of Sheer- 
ness; Aden; Cape Comorin; Singapore; 
Hongkong; and the King George's 
Sotted, in Western Australia. This long 
chain of stations gives a good idea of the 
precautions -taken -to secure the safety of 
British eominerce. Singapore is not only 
a great naval, hut a great commercial 
emporium, and is destined in time to 
gOTern (the -whole Malayan peninsula, and 
give it .arts and civilization; while Cape- 
Comorin and Trincomalee are the keys 
to the farther East. The fourth line is 
to the South and East by the Cape of 
flood Hope, .and on it there are six sta- 
tions—Sierra Leone and St. Simon's Bay 
on the African mainland; the islands of 

Ascension and "St. Helena off th »ast; 

the MaurHiiK- tuid King George's Sound. 
•British trade to the value of £.",<XI,<IIHt.- 
ikmi, annually passes these two routes, 
The tiftli line is round Cape Horn to the 
Pacific ami Austral ".

to be its queen. It both serves 
menaces her. It is the road that 
lead our enemies to our hearths when we 
are unable to patrol it. If our navy 
dwindled into inefficiency, English work- 
men would soon find their occupation 
-one ami the price of bread quadrupled 
at a stroke. The system of defence de- 
i'tincd by these routes, fortresses, stations, 
depots, and dockyards is the product of 
ripe experience, and the outcome of gen- 
erations of observation. It ill suffice 
for ordinary times; but the aggressive 
designs that other States have latterly 
developed necessitate its being Strength- 
ened and supplemented. 

Our vast dominions have been acquired 
by conquest, cession, and colonization. 
Six million square miles came to us by 
settlement, and two by war. The whole 
is tho accumulation of not more than 
two centuries and a half. "Nothing great 
hath great beginnings." The acquisition 
of none of this territory dates back be- 
yond 1(100. In that year, we had not a 
solitary Colony. ' The same reign that 
gave England Shakespeare's poetry, and 
Bacon's philosophy, gave her the suprem- 
acy of the seas, the nucleus of her Em- 
pire, and pre-tigui-ed her subsequent 
splendor. It was then that the Euro- 
pean States mingled fighting for religion 
and prestige with lighting for trade. It 
was then the two new worlds were op- 
ened up to European industry; the In- 
dian Company's Charter was granted; 
and the first English settlement across 
the Atlantic was planted. Our enterprise 
in the East began in commerce, ami end- 
ed in an Empire, which holds in its hands 
the welfare of millions; while out of that 
in the West has been evolved a marvel- 
lous aggregate of personal enterptlse and 
political courage — the fruition of the 
struggle for liberty which commenced 
on the plains of Bunn.vniede, and was 
crowned at the Appopomax Court House. 
It took well nigh a thousand years to 
build up tin; Kouian Empire, la a fourth 
of thnt time, "England," to use the 
word of Mr. Webster, "has dotted over 
the surface of the whole globe with her 
possessions and military pots their 
morning drum-beats, following the sun, 
and keeping company with the hours, 
circles tilt* earth with one continuous and 
unbroken strain of her martial music." 

1- the Empire worth preserving V His- 
tory has demonstrated, beyond dispute, 
that trade follows the ting, and that the 
markets for oar industry, 'be channels 
of trade, and the sources of our food 
supplies, would be closed against us if 
our determination to defend them de- 
clined. All experience is false, if less- 
ened trade does not follow in tin' foot- 
steps of lessened strength. Sovereignty 
has often changed its sent, and trade has 
uniformly followed it. The Portuguese 
were once lords of the Indian seas. Their 
navigators were the 'Crusaders of com- 
ment'. Lisbon was 'the mediaeval Lon- 
don — the mart of the world. It is diffi- 
cult to trace a resemblance bet wren the 
daring men who first doubled the cape, 
and discovered and settled energetic Col- 
onies in far Cathay, and the lethargic 
mariners a nd , languishing dominions of 
the present Portugal. Tln> Spaniards, 
delirious with the riches of Soma Am- 
erican El Dorados, aspired to play the 
part of the Bom a ns after the conquest of 
Cartliage. Their galleons, freighted 
with the precious products of two worlds, 
plied the Pacific unchallenged," and .Ma- 
drid was the focus of imperial magnifi- 
cence. Bui Spain shone like the child 
whose parents, to display their wealth, 
covered it with gold leaf, which closed 
the pores of its skin and stifled it. The 
Dutch moored an immense commercial 
empire on the piles on which they built 
their houses and palaces. Their ships 
swept lie- ocean and Hague became the 
centre of the world's diplomacy. But its 
splendor has departed; and so, too, has 
that of tin all-potent Hanseiitic League, 
which once commanded tho respect, and 
defied the power, of kings. Venice, who 
"throned on her hundred isles," held the 
gorgeous East in fee.; Florence, who was 
as famous in trade as in letters; Genoa 
the Superb, who shook the thrones of 
Catacuzen; those maritime Mahometans, 
the Moors, the "mildest mannered men 
who ever scuttled ships or cut a throat," 
where are they all now? I could push 
the inquiry further back, and gather con- 
firmation for my argument from the 
mythic annals of decades of centuries 
and nations, as they "-spin for ever down 
the ringing groovers of change." Pho- 
enicia, the first pilot in the stream of 
history; Carthiine. to which all lines of 
wealth bent towards, concentrated in, 
ami then radiated from, lie- buried in the 
dust, without the record of a written 
line or a chisllod stone. Tho glory 
that was Greece, and the power that was 
Koine, have vanished. And why? Be- 
cause, intoxicated with success and inso- 
lence, they gave themselves up to the 
Oellah charms of luxury. "Their gar- 
ments were all fringes, and their meals 
all sauces." Base, enervation, mid -ii- 

pidity blinded them. They tur I too 

self-assured ami self-indulgent to protect 
their Empires. They first crumbled, then 
tottered, then fell. " They teach an iden- 
tical moral, ami it is this. If dominion 
goes from a people, trade goes. What 
has been, will be. If England is to keep 
her commerce, she must keep her Em- 
pire; and she can only do that by paying 
;i steady and sufficient premium against 
risks; in other language, by being resolv- 
ed to enforce her rights, and prepared <o 
defend her interests.

AGRICULTURAL POSSIBILITIES. 

It is gratifying to note the interest 
that is at present being exhibited in the 
subject of agriculture. ' That British 
Columbia should send many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars out of its bounds 
for agricultural supplies is unreason- 
able as well as unnecessary. It is true 
that -we cannot claim to be an agricul- 
tural country in the sense that Ontario 
or Manitoba arc agricultural, but these 
communities not ouly produce sufficient 
for borne consumption, but also annually 
• export many millions of dollars of their 
surplus products to other countries. 
Within our bounds, however, there is 
.sufficient land to grow all, and more 
than all, wo consume,. The question is: 
tlow is this land to be utilized so as to 
accomplish £he result y/o are seeking to 
achieve? The suggestion that the gov- 
ernment should devise a scheme lor 
placing practical farmers on small hold- 
ings is a wise one, but where on Van- 
couver Island can we 'tin J areas of land 
that are suitable for this purpose? For 
some years colonies of Scandinavians 
lluVe Occupied luiius at Cape Scott, on 
Vancouver Island, and at Bella Coola, 
on the 'Mainland, but as yet they have 
added but little, if any, to the supply of 
saleable agricultural products. Fishing 
and lumbering occupy most of their 
time. These colonies are too far re- 
moved from a market and are not in 
touch with transportation facilities. The 
same is true in a lesser degree of Al- 
herni, where earnest endeavors have 
heon made for many years to settle and 
cultivate the agricultural lands, but so 
far with no satisfactory results. The 
troublo is that all the known crown 
lands on Vancouver Island suitable for 
agriculture are more or less heavily tim- 
bered, and it is a life's work for a man 
without capital to bring any consider- 
able amount of such laud into a state of 
cultivation. Hence if we rely upou this 
.source of addition to our cult ivutuble 
areas, a generation will pass before 
much is accomplished. If it is possible, 
however, to arrange for the securing of 
small holdings in settled communities, 
adjacent to markets, there is no ques- 
tion that a few years would show a de- 
cided decrease in agricultural imports, 
and the general prosperity of the prov- 
ince would be benefited by the retention 
of the moneys now being sent outside. 
As the provincial government have not 
outlined the plan which Hon. Mr. 
Prentice has intimated had been pro- 
pared, of course it is impossible to dis- 
cuss it; 'but if it has, for its object the 
acquisition of lauds from large holders 
throughout the province, and their divi- 
sion into small holdings, such as sug- 
gested, it will be productive of the best 
Jesuits. It would then be jKissilile to 
dispose of them to practical farmers on 
' terms that would permit them to earn 
principal and interest payments from 
the land itself. 'Such a plan would be 
possible to a limited extent oa Vancou- 
ver Island and the lower Mainland, but 
it would find its best field of operation 
In the interior, especially in Yale district, 
where agricultural areas of large- ex- 
tent are lying idlo and unproductive be- 
cause of the impossibility of their pres- 
ent owners cultivatiug them, either for 
lack of capital or paucity of labor. An- 
other, matter that should engnge the. at- 



tention of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment is the subject of irrigating the 
lands of the dry belt. In some of the 
Western States and in California many 
hundreds of thousands of acres of desert 
land have been made to yield generous 
craps through the aid of artesian water 
supply. Attempts have been made in 
the past to sink artesian wells in the 
vicinity of Kamloops and Ashcroft, but 
without success. It is • not to be taken 
as conclusive, however, tnat such 
sources of water supply do not exist in 
■the dry belt, and further examinatiou 
should be made. If it could be demon- 
strated that artesian water for irriga 
tiou abounded in the dry belt, then 
would bo no lack of land for thousands 
of farmers within easy reach of rail 
ways and markets. 

THE ME AS UHE OF GAIN. 

An exchange takes account of the im- 
provement of society, and although its 
remarks are applied specially to the 
United States, they are uot inapplicable 
to 'Canada as well: 

It is a pleasant holiday reflection,, 
made in thankfulness but not boastfully,' 
that among the great forces of our time 
and of our country arc these: 

1. The social welfare of the masses 
continues to deepen and. to spread. The 
practical art of living healthfully and 
•well is acquired every year by an in- 
creasing multitude. The sanitary con- 
quest over ignorance and neglect goes 
on ut a rapid rate. The American chil- 
dren of today have not only a better 
chance of healthful life than the chil- 
dren of any preceding generation had, 
but they have also a more natural child- 
hood; more of them grow up close to 
nature; more of them ha.VO good training 
and a fair start in life. So. too, the 
building up of American womanhood 
goes on. A saner and better-balanced 
and more cheerful social life exists in al- 
most every part of the land than exist- 
ed a generation ago. Let any man who 
is world-weary and who, by reason of 
his own disappointments or of the 
squalor that he sees in densely settled 
cities, wanders in Europe to escape 
from himself or from his social f oars- 
let any such man go into a hundred 
small towns in any dozen of our great 
commonwealths. He will find that civil- 
ization, far from being outgrown, is only 
beginning for the great masses of man- 
kind. He will see a more hopeful and 
inspiring spectacle than any social phil- 
osopher has yet written about. 

2. The next great force of American 
life is its continued mobility: for every 
man may yet find his aptitude and 
work for his own development and for 
the good of his fellows along the line 
of the least resistance. It is this funda- 
mental quality of democratic society that 
is making us the most efficient people in 
the world for all practical tasks. 

3. The Growth of the religion of honest 
dealing ami of good deeds is bringing 
a higher ethical standard, although the 
authority of dogmatic religion declines. 

That is all very well so far as it goes. 
It might be taken as fairly descriptive 
of the social progress of the latter half 
of the nineteenth century in all the Eng- 
lish-speaking countries. But it is not to 
'he questioned that society today shows a 
deep imprint of utilitarian philosophy, 
that system which makes enlightened 
self interest the only rule of conduct, 
and finds in that, the motive power of 
every human action. If we look at the 
different classes in society, we find them 
dominated by class consciousness, that 
is to say, a determination to exclude 
from the sympathy of their members any 
and all who do not belong to the same 
class. Thus we find all the virtues of 
human sympathy extended to members 
of their own class, but ruthless cruelty 
arid injustice to members of any othen 
class. The explanation of this phenom- 
enon seems to be the conception that 
their own interests are bound up with 
those of their class, and on inability to 
live above that conception. Are altruism 
and philanthropy for the sake of the 
other people increasing, or are wo be- 
coming nil the time more self-centred 
and oblivious to what does not concern 
ourselves? Some time ago we remem- 
ber reading an article which discussed 
the progress of practical philanthropy in 
Ouo of the great American cities, It ar- 
rived at the conclusion that, while prac- 
tical philanthropy was on the increase, 
the spirit of charity was on the decrease. 
It was s;g5>cd that an aesthetic (lista&tS 
of pain ami poverty was at the bottom 
of most efforts to remove them, where it. 
Whs not merely the love of human -ex- 
perimenting which inspired philanthropic 
movements. It went ou to claim that the 
modern type of well-to-do men and wo- 
men in every class of society wore de- 
veloping, through their unquestioned en- 
joyment of greater comfort, that com- 
plete self-alienation from the sufferings 
of others which we, associate particular- 
ly with the character ol" the ancient 
llGrecks. Everyone must have noticed 
' that it is in times of misfortune that 
families draw closest together. Many 
an ancient and deep-rooted feud has 
been forgotten at an open grave, or in 
sonic time of calamity and affliction. 
And if that is trie.' of families, might 
not the converse be .true of the great 
human family, that uninterrupted ma- 
terial prosperity and well being had a 
tendency to loosen the 'bonds between 
the great brotherhood of, mankind, ami 
that society was begining to reflect this 
result of unexampled material prosper- 
ity? There are fortunately evidences 
which point the other way also. But to 
cite material prosperity and advance- 
ment, and even an 'increase in that hon- 
esty of dealing which is the best policy, 
independently of their influence upon 
character and benevolence, as the sum- 
mum bonuin of social progress, is mure 
an instance of the habit of mind we 
have been describing than an indication 
that it is uot increasing in society. 



keep these distributing, exporting, and 
manufacturing centres in Canada .than 
to proselytize the men engaged in rais- 
ing Canadian wheat. Every energy ot 
the country should he bent to seeing that 
the wealth of our great wheat fields, and 
of our mines and forests, builds up Can- 
ada, and not the United States. The 
danger lies in Minneapolis being the 
commercial capital of Manitoba, not in 
iMinnesotans settling upon Manitoba's 
plains. One Minnesota paper says: 

At the present time manufacturers ia 
the two cities are, without exception, 
crowded with orders. They are not seek- 
ing business, and in many eases are ac- 
tually turning it away. But the Man- 
ufacturers' association realizes that this 
cannot "continue indefinitely, and that to 
avoid congested markets later, thought 
must be taken Of the future. Ir. other 
words, that markets must now bo fxmUu 
for surplus manufactures, though fac- 
tories are now running overtime to U.i 
orders. 
Another: 

But wait till Americans begin to wear 
their old clothes again. This boom can 
not Inst forever. Soon or late there will 
be over-production audi depression. Mills 
will stop and bargain sales will conic 
rr«v.„.n ,,.m ).,> nnmnntltion to sell instead 



PENOLOGY 



There will be competition to sell instea 
of to buy, and prices will go down, car- 
rying wages with them. There wm be 
economies in production on a new seal*, 
and competition in the foreign trade, 
such as other nations never have dream- 
ed of. With the machinery of produc- 
tion we have organized, we shall be ir- 
resistible. It is a safe gues« that OU' 
next period Of depression will give us 
complete command of the world's eotn- 
imerce. We are making more iron now, 
for example, than Great Britain and 
'Germany together; and we are using 
most of it ourselves. If the sale of our 
surplus abroad after the panic of 1&08 
revolutionized world trade, what will 
happen after our next period of depres- 
sion? It may be imagined that it will 
be something worth living to see. 

In both of these' comments the papers 
in question arc referring to the opening 
market in the Canadian Northwest. 
Now there is the same spirit of energy 
and determination, the same inventive 
and adaptive capacity in Canada as in 
the United 'States, and If only our man- 
ufactures and trade are protected and 
built ii]) by a wise and patriotic govern- 
ment, the competition of the United 
States is not only not to be feared by us, 
but we shall become its not inconsider- 
able rival for the markets of the world. 

The prevention of private members of 
n legislature from initiating proposals 
to spend public money is surely not the 
"comer stone of responsible^ govern- 
ment." The fact that the Crown can- 
not spend money without the consent of 
parliament is the "corner stone of re- 
sponsible government." The former pro- 
vision merely vests in the cabinet or 
committee Of the legislature the exclu- 
sive initiation of money grants. If it 
removed' that power from the represen- 
tatives of the people and vested it in the 
irresponsible prerogative of the Crown, 
tar from being its corner stone, it would 
effeet a limitation of responsible gov- 
ernment. But every body knows it does 
uot do that, and was never intended to.

THE REAL QUESTION, 

The American newspapers which are 
making a great to do about the Ameri- 
canization ot' the Canadian Northwest 
through an influx of population from the 
United States, are upon a wrong scent. 
They are suffering from their usual lack 
of proportion. An agricultural country 
is never a densely populated country', 
and it becomes less so as machinery 
takes the place of manual labor in agri- 
culture. Twenty thousand, forty thou- 
sand, one hundred thousand people 
wotdd form a very small proportion ot 
the people of Canada, even if they re- 
onaiued alien in sentiment and sympathy 
from the country of their adoption. This, 
however,- they do not do. Experience 
has shown that Americans of the best 
type, and there is uouo better than the 
prosperous farmers who are pouring in 
oiir Northwest, make very fair Can- 
adians in a short space, of time. The 
great increase of population which this 
invasion of agriculturists will bring 
about, will be in . the distributing, ex- 
porting, and manufacturing centres.

The re- 
lease exposed to the moneyed men of Lon- 
don the unbusinesslike methods of the men 
who conduct the financial affairs of British 
Columbia, and was lu itself enough to 
damn the credit ot the province and render 
the notation of loans Impossible until there 
shall come a change of government. The 
underwriters stood towards the province as 
speculators in merchandise stund towards 
their principals: The speculator In Uour or 
salmon takes the risk of a rise or fall in 
the market. It the commodity «oes un he 
realizes a profit. If It declines he loses. 
Shuuld he fall to earn - ou: his obligation 
to pay for the goods his credit Is destroyed. 
The broker who, at Lloyds, underwrites a 
ship or cargo, and In the event of loss falls 
to pay the amount of his subscription, - is 
.blacklisted and is never again allowed to 
mingle In Insurance circles. IX a different 
code of morality exists on the fitonk ex- 
change perhaps my "experienced" friend 
"Observer" will enlighten me. 

The best financial authorities within my 
reach say that an underwriter sets Ills 
name Rv an agreement for the purpose of 
becoming answerable for the sale, of bonds 
or damage lu consideration of receiving a 
certain premium per cent. He engages to 
buy all the stocks and bonds that are not 
subscribed for by the public. This Is Just 
what the underwriters of our £721,000 loan 
engaged to do. They bound themselves to 
liud the money for the bonds at 02. Practi- 
cally and legally the bonds werj? sold. The 
government bad no further concern except 
to collect from the underwriters the 
amount for which the bonds had been un- 
derwritten. And we are told by "Observer" 
that had the government enforced the 
terms Of the contract the credit of the 
province would have been ruined! A'bout 
the date on which our Minister of Finance 
consented to liberate the underwriters from 
their obligations an Australian loan, eighty 
per cent of which had been underwritten, 
was withdrawn because ot the existence 
of unfavorable conditions; but. the under- 
writers were not released, they were held 
to their engagement, and no one Intimated 
that the credit of the Australian colony was 
lowered thereby. Strange [hat ours should be 
the only government that la always run- 
ning foul of conditions which compel us to 
yield every disputed point on demand, and 
act magnanimously towards people who. 
When the advantage Is on their .-hie, always 
squeeze tile very last penny out of us. 
Turn to the cosi of flouting previous loans 
lu support of lids. 

It Is admitted that the government's ac- 
count at the bunk Is largely overdrawn — 
some s-.'.ooo.oOO; that STL'o.ooo Is required for 
the Westminster bridge; and that the bal- 
ance of the loan the underwriters were ! conic to think of it, ho 
allowed to drop after obligating themselves moderns term (,'hrlHtl 
tn take is needed to meet expenditure on 
public works ami for deficit ami Interest 
accounts. With these heavy obligations 
staring them In the, face the Ministry al- 
lowed the underwriters to escape. 1 do not 
think the action of the government is con- 
doned by the explanations or assertions of 
•■Observer." Editorially, at least, you have 
tried to excuse the Inexcusable surrender 
of the credit of the province at the bidding 
of a svndlcate of London stockjobbers; bat 
you have sat listlessly twiddling your 
thumbs and allowed the scandal to lake 
shape without Uttering one word In expos- 
tulation or condemnation. Of the two I 
think "Observer's" out and out apology, or 
excuse, is preferable to your inaction. 
Either be a man or a mouse; and what? 
ever you elect tu be, be It. 

SCRUTATOR. 



"Scrutator" applauds our "'modesty, 
but reviles our "good taste and judg- 
ment" in not defending the course Of tile 
government in withdrawing the loan. 
On Sunday, the 10th of August, the fol- 
lowing paragraph appealed in the Colon- 
ist's editorial columns: 

It would have been possible, of course, 
to have hold up the underwriters and 
made them the direct lenders, instead of 
merely the intermediaries between the 
province und the investor. Btit such a 
course would have had a disastrous ef- 
fect upon the price of our securities, and 
although the linmodiate loss would not 
have 'been ours, but the underwriters', 
the ultimate effect upon the credit of the 
province would have been far from satis- 
factory." 

This contains all the defence accessary 
of the withdrawal of the loan. "Scruta- 
tor" Is wrong in his facts, and in addi- 
tion he lias lost his temper, two things 
which are inexcusable. We hope he will 
correct the former and recover the latter 
before long.

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sir, — In your Issue of this morning you 
give figures showing tile enormous advance! 
luado in the value of the foreign trade of 
the Puget Sound ports, a trade Increasing 
In one year f roai J'-tT.SOO.S.S!), to $'lo,75l),5'-2o; 
side by side with which we have to admit 
that the trade of Victoria Is practically 
stationary. This Is a trade, bear In mind, 
but up largely uf commodities which Can- 
ada can equally well supply and should be 
equally well able to compete for. Victoria 
should be the Pacific gateway to and from 
tiie Dominion, through' whose porta's a 
large percentage of the Pacific and Orien- 
tal trade should flow. She should bo In 
a position to compete for something more; 
'but, unfortunately, our harbor accommoda- 
tion entirely precludes anything of the 
sort, thanks to those amongst us who have 
persistently opposed the progress that our 
geographical position tally entitles us to. 

Colonel Anderson, the chief engineer of 
the Department of Marino and Fisheries, 
will be here shortly to enquire Into the 
matter, and it behooves all who have the 
Interests of Victoria at heart to attend 
and impress upon him the urgent neces- 
sity of improving this Imtfbor and putting 
it In such a position that It can success- 
fully compete with the harbors of Tucoma 
and Seattle. To do so It Is necessary to 
deepen It throughout Its whole area to 30 
feet at low water; to construct permanent 
wharves and docks and connect them with 
the transcontinental railwuys, so that the

The book entitled "Christian Penology," 
by the lion. Samuel J. Uurrows, of New 
lork, commissioner for the United States 
oa the International Prison Commission, 
will certainly prove of absorbing interest, 
not only to the bench and to those who 
KIM lie the destinies Ot empires and stales, 
but also to theological sckolurs, and espec- 
ially to those of thu Jewish church. The 
brltf and interesting sketch ou this publi- 
cation lu lust Sunday's Issue of the Col- 
onist suggested uiauy thoughts to me, 
thoughts which progressive civilisation, en- 
lightenment, und learning demand that new 
light and truth Is for ever shining lu our 
darkness. The two points quoted were in 
respect to retaliation and revenge, which 
to all Intents and purposes received a 
truer and more humane and spiritual In- 
terpretation ut thu hands of the Christian 
dispensation. It Is claimed that Jesus made 
"a most notable contribution to the science 
of penology and 'anticipated conclusions 
which are not now regarded as sentlmenta' 
or arbitrary, but as scientific and philoso 
pineal.' " The question ia never raised, 
uor uvea thought of, where did Jemis do 
rive his conclusions? Whence did Jesus ob- 
tain Ids learning? The intelligent Christ 
Inn will admit — and many ChilstiaiiH have 
so admitted to me— that Jesus was u Jew, 
born and raised a Jew, and, what Is more, 
died a Jew. His youth wan spent lu study- 
ing the law of God with the rabbis In the 
temple. .What he taught to his disciples 
and others, was nothing else but the liuw 
ot Israel, and the mass of oral tradition 
which hud been handed down from gener- 
ation to generation, exaggerated to a very 
great extent In transmission and no 
doubt also embellished to such a degree lis 
to lie almost unrecognizable when com- 
pared with the earlier teachings. The New 
Testament Is cram full of pnre Jewish 
ethical teaching, which in to be found in 
the pager, of the great ltnhldnleul work, 
the Talmud, and lu other Kabblnleal 
writings.. We Jews have to give Jesus 
great ntjidlt for promulgating and univer- 
sal Ing these exquisite teachings. He It was 
who perceived that Judaism was » religion 
resting ou a broad universal basis. Conse- 
quently he rnnku lu Jewish history <ih one 
of tin; greatest teachers of the ago. Jesus 
perceived that Judaism could and had to 
imrst the bonds of nationalism and par- 
ticularism, and become the religion of 
mankind, a pure ethical monotheism. He 
had no Idea uf establishing a new religion 
or of formulating a new law. He initio to 
fulfil and nol to destroy. He cumo to bring 
learning to the Ignorant. And yet when we 
P preached what 
brlHt la nit y, but a univer- 
sal, progressive- Judaism. Interesting »» 
tills subject. 1m, It Is out of place In tills 
notice. Suffice li to say that later, whoa 
pagan Christianity (I.e., those pagans -who 

becami averts to Christianity) absorbed 

Jewish 'Christianity, on 'account of the 
.pressure of circumstances, the true teaching 
of Jesus was blended with paganism, ami 
here and there one sees tliu true Jewish 
Christianity taught by one of the greatest 
teachers In the school of the world. Thus 
while the Christian regards Jesus a« "the 
Divine man who lived humanly," the Jew 
must needs— aye, dues — regard him as "tile 
human man who lived divinely." 

The system of Jurisprudence and judicial 
procedure which was developed out of 
the law by the rabbins is unsurpassed by 
any nation of antiquity, and can bear fa- 
vorable comparison with the most advanc- 
ed legal systems of the present day. Tills 
was the system with which Jesus was ac- 
quainted, and which he studied as pro- 
foundly as any of the other disciples of 
the day. With regard to eases of murder, 
circumstantial evidence was not admitted, 
only the evidence of eye-witnesses was ac- 
cepted. Thus, It was extremely difficult 
to execute a man in those days. I wish, 
however, to advance a few words about the 
Jewish theory of retaliation anil revenge. 

There was never any theory advanced In 
Jewish lore where the defective and crim- 
inal class was to he 'killed oft* so that so- 
ciety may 'be protected. It Is true that the 
Jews absorbed a great deal of paganism 
and pagan rites Into their cult and legisla- 
tion, but that which Jwus Is said to have 
rejected Is not and was not decisively Jew- 
ish. Offenders were never hardly treated. 
In fact, stoning was rarely resorted to. 
Every means was employed! to better the 
'Condition of the individual. The literary 
products of the different ages testify to 
this fact. "The soul that slnneth shall 
die," I.e., morally. "Evil shall slay the 
wicked." and such like phrases point to the 
fact that man. In n way, shapes his own 
destiny, In his Individual] existence. With 
regard to what is known as the law of 
retaliation, we have the case of murder 
which, according to the 'Peutatencbal legis- 
lation, was dealt, with by the law of blood- 
revenge, but the Innocent man-slayer may 
seek asylum at Cod's altar. In the flrst 
Instance we have the old N'onhlte command 
repeated: "He who sheddcth the blood 
of man, by man shall his blood be shed." 
but the judicial law made conviction for 
murder very difficult, it did not desire 
the death of the criminal, but that he 
should live and ameliorate his condition. 
Notice then the right of sanctuary accorded 
to tho manslnyer. Justice was not Indis- 
criminate. Everyone could have a fair

The promoters of the new busmess will 
have to help them now, a sentiment that 
did not before exist; and events may vin- 
dicate the courage that has started the 
new Hue. — Montreal Gazette. 



Great progress has been made In New On- 
tario in recent years. The past year lias 
witnessed an unprecedented Influx! of set- 
tlers Into the Rainy River Valley, and they 
are not simply settlers of limited means, 
but men of capital who go to Invest their 
money In Improved farms. Just recently 
some 141,000 acres of hind have been 
thrown open to free grant In this district, 
and the completion of the Canadian North- 
ern has greatly facilitated settlement. This 
is only one district of many of which tho 
same tale might be told, but in face of re- 
cent Russian politics it Is Interesting to 
observe that the Flnlanders who were set- 
tled In the township of I/yfbster, In the 
White Fish River Vnlley, are proving 
themselves valuable settlers, and nre con- 
stantly receiving additions. More than 
three hundred of them have settled In this 
neighborhood during the past year, nnd 
they nil seem thrifty and contented. They 
are fine people, and we are glad to learn 
that they may he expected in increasing 
numbers. 'Canada Is good enough for the 
best, and they arc among them.— 'Montreal 
Witness.

With soul so dead." 

With the breath of the balmy air of 
the Pacilic, was born to life last week 
in Victoria, a new society under the 
cognomen of "Speyside." The name is in 
honor of the homo of "Lord Strutu- 
coua." It is a camp of the Sons of 
Scotland, an association that has fur its 
objects, viz: To cultivate a taste for 
Scottish music, poetry, history, and gen- 
eral literature; the wearing of the na- 
tional costume, to foster the Gaelic 
language; administer to tho wants of the 
sick and destitute, the bringing of Scots- 
uiei' and their descendants together. 

Tho association claims the largest 
membership of any Scottish society, 
having two hundred camps in Canada; 
a benevolent association basing its mor- 
tuary assessment on the lines of death 
line of tho Canada Life association. 

Enough material is to be found in Brit- 
ish Columbia for a large membership, 
as the similarity of British Columbia 
"Auld Scotia" endears it to the Scotsman 
with its grand wild mountains, heath 
covered, and clear running streams and 
lakes has drawn to it many a wander- 
ing Scot, and this patriotic virtue is 
one of the noblest characteristics of the 
human race.

BULK LEY VALLEY COLONY. 

Government Orders Survey of Kbol'tcr 
Route from tiie Coast. 

The pioneers of the Bulkley River 
colony, who went in last spring by way 
of the Skeena river, reported the route 
long and difficult, and in eonsequenee 
Mr .1 W. Mcintosh, the founder of 
the colony, determined to attempt the 
discovery of a new and shorter Km to. 
With tliis end in view he returned 10 
the Coast by way of the valley of the 
iMorice river, crossing the divide be- 
tween its headwaters and those of the 
'Kemauo, and down the latter to Gard- 
ner canal, a trip which he made without 
much difficulty under the direction of 
Indian guides. 

iMr. Mcintosh represented the advan- 
tages of the shorter route to Hon. W. C. 
Wells, chief commissioner of lands and 
■works, and in consequence an expedi- 
tion has been organized to make a recon- 
naissance survey with the object of mak- 
ing a trail into the colony from Gard- 
ner canal and determining the feasibil- 
ity of a wagon road. The wofk has 
heen entrusted to Mr. Daniel McMillan, 
of Vancouver, assisted by IMr. Mcin- 
tosh, anil by this time they are on the 
first stage of their journey. In addition 
to surveying the new trail. Mr. McMil- 
lan is to make barometrical oW-rvaf ions, 
which will determine the climatic condi- 
tions of the country traversed, and col- 
lect data as to its resources, mineral and 
agricultural.

A MODERN CASSANDRA. 

Vendrasco Was Not Believed but Pro- 
phecy 'Came True. 

From Westminster Gazette. 

Signer Vendrasco is the Cassandra of 
modern Venice, but. unlike that prophet- 
ess, when his predictions of calamity 
came true tin- people of Venire acclaim- 
ed him lor his prescience. The Morn- 
ing I'ost's correspondent says that Lui- 
sri Vendrasco, n master mason, was in 
187!) appointed to take part in tin- work 
on the Doges' Palace, and though not 
olllcially connected witii the Campanile, 
he devoted great attention to it. His 
technical knowledge convinced him that 
unless proper measures were taken for 
increasing the stability of the tower it 
•was destined to fall. He therefore ad- 
dressed outspoken reports to the \Mnyor 
and Prefect of Venice, to artistic com- 
mittees, and to King HiruiboTt and 
Queen Margheritn, begging thorn to in- 
tervene to save tho tower. As this pro- 
duced no effect, be addressed an appeal 
to the lute Queen Victoria, and drew on 
himself the anger of Siguor Baecelli, 
then minister of public instruction, who 
ordered him to remember that be was an 
Italian and not an Englishman. 

In lSt)o be began a campaign against 
the officials who were anxious to con- 
st i net a lift, inside the tower, and in 
18518 made such violent attacks on those 
responsible for its preservation that 
Signor Bacelli ordered him to go to 
Sardinia as a punishment, and, as Sig- 
nor Vendrasco refused to obey, turned 
him out of the service without compen- 
sation, though Signor Vendrasco was 
then seventy-seven years old. Remain- 
ing at Ven'ioo, he continued bis cam- 
paign on behalf of the tower, but no 
o"<- listened to his prophecies. A day or 
two before the catastrophe he became 
unusually disconsolate, and declared tho 
full to be imminent. At four o'clock on 
the morning of the fall he went into the 
Piazza San Marco, and, climbing on tho 
roof of the Basilica, examined the tow- 
er carefully with u field-glass. Then re- 
turning home ho wrote: "The Campan- 
ile can onlv live a few hours at the most, 
but it may also collapse within an 
hour." He had hardly finished his re- 
port when the shouts of the people an- 
nounced the fulfilment of his prediction, 
and his friends rushed to tell him the 
news. lie only remarked: "Of course 
it has fallen: 1 have been saying that it 
would fall for the last ten years unless 
it were thoroughly repaired; it did not 
fall by itself: they tiirew R down." The 
,1a V before the fall he passed under tho 
Pr'ocurati of the Piazza, nnd said to a 
shop-keeper: "The tower wi"i fall tomor- 
row hut you will be safe, because it will 
i not ■ fall this way. It wil come down 
towards the Palazzo Renle." 

Vendrasco thinks that if the materials 
of which the old tower was composed 
i can be used, the reconstruction will not 
I cost more than £120,000, and can be 
| completed in live y ears.

A Large Body of Rich Ore En- 
countered In the 
Tunnel. 



Discovery Comes As a Surprise 
to the Officers of the 
Company. 



V gentleman who arrived from Mount 
♦Sicker yesterday reports that an impor- 
tant strike has been made in the Copper 
Canyon (Mounts Sicker and Brenton 
Copper Co., Ltd.) He could not give 
details of the strike, but wag informed 
on good authority that the tunnel had 
cut into a large body of rich ore, similar 
in appearance to that of the Lenora 
and Tyeo mines. 

Jimiuirics at the company s otiico in 
town yesterday afternoon elicited the 
fact that W. A. Dier, president of the 
company, hud left for the mine, in com- 
pany with some, of the directors. 

The. company have had a force of min- 
ers driving the tunnel for some months 
past, with the object of striking the 
largo ore body which they felt eonii- 
deut existed on tho property at a depth 
of several hundred feet from the sur- 
face onteroppings. They had not hoped 
lo encounter tho main ore body before 
considerable further drifting had been 
done, and making such a strike at the 
present stage of the work must be an 
agreeable surprise to all concerned. 

It is quite possible that the ore just 
discovered is a body quite distinct from 
that which was being sought, as the ore 
on Mount Sicker is found in lenses which 
very often do not show on the surface. 
The development of the new find will 
be watched with interest by the stock- 
Holders of the company, who are nearly 
all residents of Victoria. 

Harry Smith and F. A. Wood, two 
well known mine owners, of Duncans, 
were iii the city yesterday on business. 
They had nothing further to report than 
that work on the Mount. Sicker mines 
is progressing steadily, and that the 
prospects of the camp are very bright. I 

,] F Miller, of tho Trail smelter, ar- 
rived in the city last night. He leaves 
this morning to inspect a new copper 
discovery near Sooke. 

MINING NOTES. 

Henry Roy is reported by the Nelson 
News as saying that last Thursday 
would witness the shipment of the last 
of the ore from the Silver Hill mine 
which was broken dowu during the 
period the mine was operated by his 
company. The lessees of the property 
have a crew of -10 men at work, and re- 
gular shipments" will be maintained dur- 
ing the summer. 

Messrs. Moncton and Colquohoun are 
working on their Toonkwa group of 
cinnabar claims, near Toonkwa lake. 
The property consists of three claims, 
through which a lead -1-1 feet wide can 
be traced. There are live veins of ore 
running through this lead, of different 
thicknesses up to one inch wido, of pure 
cinnabar crystals. The average ore runs 
10 per cent. quicksilver.— Kamloops 
Standard. 

Mr. A. Eiuond, of Salmon Arm, 
showed us some specimens from a claim 
he has at the Arm which assays .*SO0 
to the ton. The ore is rich and shows 
traces of copper. The claim is four and 
one half miles from the station. There 
is a tunnel on the property 75 feet long 
also a shaft 45 feet deep with a -10 foot 
drift. Mr. Emond is now working at 
the tunnel following a lead which he ex- 
pects will bring him to the main ledge 
inside or 100 feet. The stflnger mea- 
sures 1-1 inches wide and is clearly de- 
clined. A bond was given on . this prop- 
erty two years ago to Mr. J. II. Aidems 
of Vnneouver, for !?35.000 for three- 
quarter interest. The bonder struck a 
fault and quit. About $2,000 worth of 
work bus been done, and Mr. Emond 
soon expects to have a mine.— Armstrong

THE C£ANH>E PCUOCESS. 

How It Has Revolutionized the Art of 
Gold Mining. 

In the annual report of the Otaga 
University School of Mines, New Zea- 
land, Professor James Park thus re- 
ferred to the progress j>f mining:

"Tho cyanide process depends upon 
a series of highly complex chemical re- 
actions, and for this reason is prob- 
ably the most difficult and technical of 
present-day metallurgical processes. Its 
successful introdution in the Australian 
Colonies and New Zealand, often under 
the most adverse conditions, is a splen- 
did tribute to the value of tho training 
imparted in our mining schools. The 
process may truly bo said to have re- 
volutionized tho art of gold mining, 
which now occupies a foremost position 
among the established industries of the 
world. In the past 12 years it lias al- 
ready ' addeil over £00,000,000 to tho 
wealth of the British and American 
peoples, and its possibilities in the future 
seem almost without limitation; and it 
came most opportunely. Tt is almost 
certain that had the process been in- 
vented 20 years ago its introduction had 
been well nigh impossible through the 
lack of possessing the high technological 
skill required for its successful opera- 
tion. — Pacific Coast Miner.

A Property of Immense Possi- 
bilities-VVhat Has Been 
Done. 



According to the Revclstoke Herald, 
the Standard copper mine is one of the 
most promising in the interior. At pres- 
ent at the work done iii Nos. 1, 'J and 
intermediary tunnels, there is over 
$100,000 of ore in sight, marked out. 
Uolow on the Commander lead at the 
large open cut the ore can be quarried 
out right from tho surface in large 
bodies. From an analysis of this ore 
5Mi tons will make a ton of copper matte 
besides tho gold and silver values. A 
tunnel has been run to cross-cut the ore 
m 250 feet more with a depth of 2To 
feet uu the ledge. This large body of 
ore can be traced on the surface fur at 
least i;;:t; feet, and with drifts run cor- 
respondingly below will mark out ore 
to the value of four million nine hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars. By ex- 
tending this tunnel another 300 feet it 
will cross cut the vein below number 2 
tunnel with a depth of -170 feet on same. 
Drifting then on the ore at that place 
will give a tonnage of 15,000 tons for 
every 50 feet of drift, by extending 
the sumo tunnel another 100 feet ap- 
proximately, it will tap the vein under

When this is accomplished the ore in 
sight will malte the property worth 
many millions.

In the past the camp has shipped as j 
high as twelve thousand tons in a week, 
but this was not continued for any 
length of time. 

Tho Velvet mine has also resumed 
shipments, and its contract with the 
Northport smelter calls for minimum 
shipments of three cars per week. High 
grade ore only will be shipped on this 
basis, the balance of the output of the 
property being reserved for preliminary 
treatment at the mine by the concentrat- 
ing process now being installed. 

The Great Northern is bringing seveu- 
j ty steel cars, especially constructed for 
service between Northport and Ross- 
land, into the city, while the Canadian 
Pacific is placing fifty -10-ton dump cars 
on the Rossland-Smelter junction run. 

In Kossland the amended conditions 
have a decidedly stimulating effect on 
all lines of business. A marked feeling 
of confidence is demonstrated on all 
sides, and the city is certain to enjoy a 
must prosperous fall and winter.

MINKS IN EIIOLT DISTRICT. 

Good Work Being Done on Many Pro- 
perties. 

During the past two or three months, 
says the Nelson Miner, the Emma mine, 
situated in Summit Camp, and distant 
a'bout three miles from Kholt, along the 
branch railway lo the B. C. mine, has 
shipped nearly one thousand tons 'of or" 
to the Hall Mining & Smelting com- 
pany's smelter at Nelson. This ore has 
been obtained from ai^.open cut along- 
side the railway track. It has been 'u 
demand at the smelter chiefly for its iron 
contents, which were required for llnx- 
ing purposes, rather than for its copper 
and gold values. When the Standard 
Pyririe Smelting company was build- 
ing its smelter at Boundary Falls, An- 
drew Laidlaw, then mnnnging director, 
had some (150 tons of the ore sent down 
from the Emma, but this was not treat- 
ed owing to the pyritic method of smelt- 
ing not having been tried at Boundary 
Falls, ns was originally intended it 
should be. 

The Emma, having been crown grant- 
ed some time ago, had been allowed by 
its owners to lie unworked for several 
years. In lSOfi W. T. Smith, for him- 
self and Farrell & Widgeon, of the Par- 
rot Works, Butte. Mont., who were co- 
owners, put a shaft down about 100 feet 
and ran a crosscut from it some 25 
feet. These workings showed very nice 
looking copper ore, hut Hie chute was 
never opened up to any extent. The 
Mackenzie, Mann & Co. svndicate ac- 
quired the Farrell & Midgeon interest at 



tho same time as they did those of the 
same people in the properties at Phoenix, 
sinco worked by the Dominion Copper 
company, which has heretofore allowed 
its several Summit Camp interests to re- 
main idle. At last, though, there ap- 
pears a reasonable prospect of the Em- 
ma being developed, for a small power 
plant has been obtained from tho Hall 
Mining & Smelting company and deliv- 
ered at the mine. This plant consists of 
a 35-horso power locomotive boiler, a 
6x8 Bacon hoist, and two 3'i-inch ma- 
chine drills, which will be operated by 
steam. 

It is stated that a drift is to be run 
.from tho shaft to the ore chute. The 
result of this work will be awaited with 
much interest, for no underground min- 
ing work of importance has been done 
in this part of Suiumi: Camp since 
operations were suspended about three 
years ago on the neighboring Oro Den- 
oro, on which the King Mining company, 
of Rossland, previously installed a pow- 
er plant and did souk; 700 feet of devel- 
opment work. There are several likely 
looking prospects in tho vicinity, so the 
successful opening up of the Emma will 
probably lead to these having attention. 



• iFEiRGIU SON'S SMELTER. 

Furnace in Blast For a Few Hours and 
Worked Successfully. 

The Ferguson smelter was blown in 
on the 12th instant, says the Nelson 
News. The trial was made on about 
liOO pounds of Triune ore and in about 
l'/t hours after the furnace had been 
started, slag was flowing. Owing to 
the fact that the inspirator, a newly 
patented device for regulating the draft, 
was found to be too light, the manage- 
ment of the smelter will not put the 
furnace to a continuous run until a 
heavier appliance has been brought from 
San iFrauciseo. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, but that the Vulcan smelter is a 
success, there being no reason in the 
world why the plant should not work 
just as .successfully during a prolonged 
run as when treating only a lew hun J 
dred pounds. The success of tliis smel- 
ter is a matter of great importance to 
the district, and many properties now 
unable to ship, on account of the grade 
of their product, will have the possibility 
of mining on a paying basis placed with- 
in their reach.

MY FRIEND THE BULL.

IT is not everyone who can make 
friends with, a bull, and it is not 
every bull that one can make friends 
with, let, next to one or two horses 
about which 1 could spin long yarns, El 
Toro, the big brindled bull of Eos 
(fuilucos Ranche, Sonoma County, Cali- 
fornia, is certainly nearest my heart, 
(lie was my friend, and sometimes my 
companion; he bad a noble character 
foil lighting, and in spite of his pugna- 
city lit wis ami ability itself t;: most 
human beings. His final cud. too, tills 
me with a sense of pathos, and enrages 
me against those who owned him. 
They were obviously incapable of under- 
standing 1 1 i in as I did. 

When I went up to Eos Guilucos from 
Sail Francisco to take up the position 
of stableman on that ranche, 1 had 
little notion of the full extent of my 
duties. What those were is perhaps 
irrelevant in the present connection. 
And yet it was because 1 had to work 
so incredibly bard, being often at it 
from in the morning to S or !! o'clock 
at night, that I made particular friends 
with El Toro, to give him his Spanish ; 
name. In all that western and south- I 
western part of the United States there 
are remnants of Spanish or Mexican in ! 
the common talk, for California was I 
once part of 'Mexico. El Toro became I 
my friend and my refuge; when 1 "was I 
driven half desperate by having ten im- | 
portaut things to do at once, he often | 
came in and helped me to preserve an |

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that I was an amiable character and 
one well adapted to act as his own man. 
His views of me were confirmed when 
1 brought him half a basket of pears 
from the big orchard. 'With a parting 
siaji and a sigli of regret which spoke 
well both for him and the bull, Jack 
went away to "fix" himself for town. 
1 was left in charge. 

IHow hard 1 worked on that Sonoma 
County ranch 1 can hardly say. 1 hail 
horses in the stable and horses outside. 
The cattle outside were mine. Three 
hundred sheep 1 was responsible for. 
Seine young motherless foals 1 nursed, 
I milked six cows, 1 chopped wood, 1 
cleaned buggies, I drove wagons and 
carriages, and cleaned and greased theni. 
.Sometimes 1 stood in the middle of the 
great barn lot or barnyard and tore my 
hair in desperation. I had so much 
to attend to Hint only the strictest 
method enabled me to get through with 
it, and, as .lack had told me would hap- 
pen, my method was knocked endways 
by the requirements of Hie lady who 
was my "boss." What a woman wants 
done is always t'ao most important thing 
on earth. She used to ask me to do 
up her acre of garden in between times, 
when the sheep wanted water or twenty 
horses required hay. She was amiable, 
kindly, but she never understood. At 
such times who could blame me if 1 
went to the bull's stable when I saw 
her coming. Though the bull was the 
sweetest character on the ranch, she 
went in mortal terror of blin. She

'1 was put up to some of his uses toy 
tho man whose place I took. 'He 
showed me all I had to do, and lectured 
nie on the character of the hard-work- 
ing, old lady who owned the place, and 
when I was dazed and stood wondering 
how one man could do all the stableman 
wr.s supposed to accomplish between 
sunrise and sundown, .lack said: "And 
besides all this there is a bull!" Ho 
said it so oddly and so significantly that 
my heart sank. I imagined a very 
fierce and ferocious animal fit for a 
.Spanish bull-ring, a sharp-horned Mer- 
cian good enough to try the nerve of the 
best Matador who ever faced horns and 
a vicious charge. Then he took mo 
round the bam and opened the stable. 
In it El Toro was tied to a manger by 
a rope and ring through Ins nose; he 
greeted mo with a strangled whistle as 
he still lay down. "When you are hard 
driven, good old 101 Toro will help you, 
said .Tuck, as ho sat down on the bull's 
nig shoulders and started to scratjh his 
curl with a little piece of wood which 
had a blunt nniil in it. As I watched 
him. El Toro chewed the cud' and was 
obviously delighted at having his curl 
combed. 

The departing Jack delivered me nn- 
otber lecture on tho uses of a mild and 
amiable but fighting bull on a ranch* 
where a man was likely to he worried 
to death by a lady who had no notion 
of how much a man ought to do in a 
dav. When ha had finished, he invited 
mo to make friends with Til Toro hy 
also sitting on his back and scratching 
him with the bin nt nail. I did as T "was 
told, and though El Toro twisted his 
huge hend round to inspect me, he day 
otherwise perfectly calm -while I went 
on with his toilet. He evidently felt 



but she would not come near El Toro 
for her very life. It was better to sit 
quietly with him and recover my 
equanimity while she called. I knew 
.her well enough to know that in a 
quarter of an hour something else of 
the vastest importance would engage 
her attention, and 1 should bo free to 
attend more coolly to my own work. 

Vet sometimes she stuck to my 'track 
so closely that there was nothing for 
mo to do but to turn El Toro loose. 
Tlieil 1 could say, "Very well, madam, 
but in the meatimc I must go after the 
bull." .S'ho knew what the bull being 
loose meant; he carried devastation 
wherever he -wandered. He was the 
greatest lighter in the whole country. 1 
had to get my whip and my fastest 
horse to try and catch him. 1 can 
'unruly bo blamed if I did not catch him 
till the evening, for in that way I got 
a wild kind of holiday on horseback, 
ami was preserved from insanity. Cer- 
tainly when El Toro got away on the 
loose ami was looking tor other bulls to 
have n row with, I could think of 
nothing else. SoiuetSines he got free 
by the rope rotting close up to his ring. 
In that case he went headlong. If he 
took the rope with him he sometimes 
trod on it ami gave himself n nasty 
check. Usually, however, he • go I it 
across his big neck and kept it from 
foiling to the ground. He never stopped 
for any gate. When he saw one he 



keep him out or in. On one occasion 
ho broke into a barn in which a rash 
young bull was kept. 'When the row- 
was over, that barn stood sadly in need 
of repair, and so did the young pedigree 
bull. 1 may say on this particular 
occasion El Toro got away entirely by 
himself, and 1 only knew he was gone 
when 1 found the door of his stable iii 
splinters. 

There was a magnificent difference be- 
tween El Toro as I sat on him and 
scratched him with a nail, and as he 
was when he turned himself loose for 
a happy day in tho country. In the 
stable lie was as mild as milk; I could 
almost imagined him purring like a cut. 
Hie chewed the cud and made homely, 
sloppy noises with his tongue, and re- 
garded me with a calm bovine gaze 
which was as gentle, as that of any 
pet cow. 1 could have fallen asleep be- 
side him. It is reported that my prede- 
cessor, Jack, on .me occasion came 
home much the worse lor liquor, ami 
w as found reclining mi El Toro. There 
was not a soul en the ranch who dared 
disturb the loving couple. Hut when 
the rope was parted, and El Toro loped 
down the load to seek a row us keenly 
as any Irishman on a fair day, he was 
quite another sort of an animal. lie 
carried his tail in tho air and bellowed 
defiance to the hills. He threw out 
cnallenges to all and sundry. Ih; gave 
iV lo be understood that the world and 
the fatness thereof were his. This was 
no mere braggadocio; it was not the 
misplaced confidence of a stull-fed bull 
in his mere weight; he really could 
fight, and although he was only on the 
warpath about once a month, there was 
not a bull in the valley which had not 
retained in his thick skull ami muddy 
brain some recollection of El Toro's 
prowess. The only trouble about this 
from my pet bull's point of view was 
that he could rarely get up a row. Most 
at his possible enemies fled wfheii he 
tooted his horn and waltzed into the 
arena through a smashed fence. He 
was magnificent, and he was war in- 
carnate. 

'In that country, which is a hard- 
working country, there is really very 
little sport. Further south in Califor- 
nia the ease-loving Spanish people who 
remain among the Americans still love 
music and the dance. We worked, and 
worked hard. Only Sundays brought 
us a little surcease from toil. All our 
notions of sport centred on our bull. I 
had many Italian co-workers, some 
iSwedes, and an odd citizen of the 
United States. All alike agreed in 
leing proud of El Toro. We yearned 
to match him against any bull in the 
state. Sometimes of a 'Sunday morn- 
ing after he had devastated the country 
and was back again, he held a kind 
of levee. The Italian brought him 
pears, and 1 sat on him in triumph and 
combed him in places ■where he had not 
been wounded. lie always forgot that 
I Hind come beluind him and laced his 
tough hide with my stock whip. He 
'bore no malice, but took his fruit like a 
good child, and I think he was almost 
as proud of himself as we "were. Cer- 
tainly wa were proud of him. As for 
me, had I not ridden desperate miles 
after him; had I not interviewed out- 
raged owners of other bulls and broken 
fences; had I not played the diplomat 
or the hully, according to the treatment 
which seemed indicated'!' He was, prop- 
erly speaking, my bull — I did not care 
if I had to spend three days mending 
our homo gates and others' alien fences. 

Yes, it was a fine tilling to gallop 
through' that; v/arm bright Calitornian 
, . , air nVier El Toro... v;ifh the brown hills 
1 thrashed on either side and the patches of green 



gave a hollow, charged it and went 
through the fragments, with me after 
mm. If I was really anxious to get 
Win back at once, I usually caught him 
within a mile. When I wanted a rest, 
I, only, succeeded in turning him five or 

another bull or two belonging toother vfineyard In-ightoniiig dailv. It was five- 
lunchers. .No- fence was any use to dom after the toil of axle-grcasing and 



trying to cut the tough knots of vino 
stumps; better than grooming horses 
and milking cows. It made me think 
once more of tho great Australian 
plains, and of the Texas prairie and the 
round-up. Ay de mi, I remember it 
now, sometimes, and 1 wish I was on 
horseback, swinging my whip and utter' 
ing diabolical yells, significant of the 
freedom of the spirit as I rushed jftoi 
the spirit of El Toro. For my pot, my 
brindled fighter, my own 101 Toro, whom 
I combed so delicately with a bent nail, 
for whom I gathered buckets of bruised 
but fat Californian pears, is no more. 

They told me when I visited I.os 
(Juilucos seven years ago that be be- 
came difficult, morose, hard to handle, 
and they sold him. They sold this joy- 
ous incarnation of the spirit of battle 
mid' the pi.Ve joy of life for u) menu 
thirteen dollars! When I think of it 
1 almost f ;1 !l tn (ears. So might some 
coward son of the seas sell a battleship 
for ten pounds because it was net suit- 
able for :'. ferry boat or a river yacht. 
I would rather a thousand times have 
paid the thirteen dollars myself, aiol 
liava taken him out to light his last 
Armageddon and then have shot him in 
the lonely lulls from which all other 
Lulls had fled. These ineail-souled, 
conscienceless money-makers who could 
not understand so brave, so line 
spirit, sidd him to a Santa Kosa butcher! 
Shame on them, I say. 1 am sorry I 
ever re-visited the Valley of the Seven 
Moons to hear such lamentable news 
It made me unhappy then, makes me 
unhappy now. My only consolation is 
that once and twice and thrice and yet 
again I gave El Toro the chance of 
'finding happiness in tho conflict, And 
when I loft (Juilucos, before 'I returned 
to England, 1 sat upon his huge 
shoulders and scratched him most 
thoroughly, while ever and again I of- 
fered him a juicy and tinbruisod pear. 
On that occasion I pulled him the best 
fruit, and left windfalls for the ranging 
greedy hogs. And as I fed and 
scratched him as he lay on his hunkers 
in great content, and made pleasant 
'noises as be remembered the day be- 
fore. On that day, owing to the kindly 
feeling of me, his true and real friend, 
Iro had brd a great timo three miles 
towards Ciena lien, where 'he had beaten 
a newly-imported bull out of all sense of 
self-importance. lie was pleased with 
himself, pleased with me, pleased with 
the world.

Some Radical Proposals to Be 
Brought Up-A New 
Primate.

The law makers of the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada will be in session iu 
Montreal next month. The sessions 01' 
this body, always important, promise this 
year to be more interesting than usual 
and the Montreal Herald gives 'lie fol- 
lowing particulars of the busiue-s to 
come up. Notice has been given that a 
number of problems of great import >nce 
will be dealt with. The General Synod 
is to begin its sessions on September 8. 
Before these sessions have been conclud- 
ed there will have been discussed the 
formation of a missionary society for the 
whole church in Canada, marriage and 
divorce, a Canadian edition of the 
Prayer Book, representation on the Gen- 
eral Synod, appeals to the Supreme Court 
from the General Synod, and reciprocity 
between dioceses. There will also be the 
selection of a new primate and of a now 
prolocutor for the lower house. 

The upper house of the General Synod 
will conduct its deliberations in the col- 
lege library while tho lower house will 
sit in Synod Hull. 

The election of a Primate is made ne- 
cessary by the absence and serious dl- 
ness of the present possessor of that hon- 
orable title. The choice will almost cer- 
tainly fall upon His Grace Archbishop 
Bond. 

The election of a prolocutor is Tie?esi ; - 
tated by the elevation to the upper ' 011:.'' 
of Bishop Cariniehnel, who has been pro- 
locutor ever since the General Synod v.TS 
established. 

A plan for the formation of "The 
Missionary Society of the CliurVii of 
England in Canada" stands in the name 
of the primate as tho first matter for the 
Synod's consideration. AH members of 
tho Church are to lie members of U10 
society, and its control "will be vested in 
1 board consisting of all members of the 
General Synod, with power to add «J its 
number. 

Its executive is to bo a board of man- 
agement composed of the bishop and cler- 
gymen and two laymen elected by each 
diocesan synod, and will meet twice a 
year. Then there is to he an executive 
committee of two bishops, two clergy- 
men, two laymen and the officers of the 
society, to meet at least once a month, 
except July and August. This society is 
to take charge of all the funds raised by 
any diocese for work without its own 
borders, and is to make public a state- 
ment of the needs of the work and an 
account of the sums received and ex- 
pended.

Mr. .Matthew Wilson, K.C., will uro- 
poso that dioceses will be represent.-"! i'l 
the General Synod according to the num- 
ber of their licensed clergy. Those with 
less than twelve are to have one delegate 
from each order; those with from ;iu ve 
to twenty-four, two delegates from, each 
order; those with from twenty-five to 
twenty-nine, four from each order; those 
with from fifty to ninety-nine, six from 
each order; and those 1 with one hundred 
and upwards, eight from each order. 

Mr. Wilson will also propose a can»n 
providing for appeals to the Supreme 
Court from tho decisions of the Gene'ai 
Synod in the case of conflict between the 
canon of general, provincial and diocesan 
synods. He will a lso offer a resolution 
on the licensing of colonial tlerg/nie.i 
in England to clerical dtllv. In the 
upper house Archdeacon Pentreatii has 
a resolution on the admission ,u,d re- 
paration of candidates for ho,v r.rno, 
and the reception of ministers fr mi other 
religious bodies. Mr. Chns. JeuV.na has 
a motion dowii urging the general tuip- 
port of the theological col!yr?s by the 
Church. Judge Savary has down a 
resolution calling upon the Governor- 
General to a ppoint a Tho 1 -.crving Sim- 
day, when the duty of returVng thanks 
to God for the blessings of the year 
may bo more speedily performed t'nn on 
Thanksgiving Day.

lhe importance of the West as a lam- 
be." market is more fully recognized to- 
day ioan ever before, tl is a most sig- 
nificant fact that, in the face or adverse 
circumsf^nces, Canadian manufacturers 
have been .able during the past year to 
greatly limit tbe amount of lumber im- 
ported from the' United States. Tho Do- 
minion Government has in many ways 
shown its desire to develop the Western 
country, but still leaves the lumber mar- 
ket open to United States competition. 
This market is supplied largely by Brit- 
ish Columbia manufacturers, who, owing 
to location, are obliged to import most 
of their machinery and mill supplies from 
the United States mid pay a duty there- 
on. Their lumber is also taxed when 
shipped to the United States, but the 
United States manufacturer contributed 
not a cent to tho Dominion treasury 
when supplying the Canadian consumer. 



A readjustment of the tariff Irw would 
greatly assist tho lumber industry of 
the West. 

The lumber industry of British Colum- 
bia continues to grow rapidly. Saw mUls 
with a daily capacity of over one hun- 
dred thousand leet of lumber, and shin- 
gle mills turning out daily ono million 
shingles, are sufficient proof of advance- 
ment. But a still greater development 
of tbe lumber business of the Pacific 
Const is looked for, and tho time when 
lumber and mnimfactures of wood from 
Canadian establishments will be more 
extensively in demand in tho markets of 
South Africa, Australia, China, Japan, 
and other Eastern countries, is fully an- 
ticipated. The export trade in lumbor, 
as in other commodities, is bound to ex- 
pand, and with the settlement of Mani- 
toba and tho Territories which is now 
taking place at such a rapid rate, tho 
lumber industry of tho West should be- 
come a Toore important factor in the 
commerce of the Dominion.

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IjL language bus once been 
"slang," btlt it does not follow 
that all "slang" •will one day 
bo classical language. There is a 
school which wishes to compress tho 
English language forever ami a day with- 
in tho limits of the words accepted in 
their own time. The members of this 
school will take the standard dictionary 
of their own day and bar out anything 
not found therein, oblivious to the fact 
that tho standard dictionary of today, 
differs from the standard dictionary of 
yesterday as much as tho standard dic- 
tionary of to-morrow will differ from 
those preceding it. One of those gen- 
tlemen has been writing to the Mail 
and Empire and his letter is worth 
quoting, it illustrates so exactly the 
point of view of a large class: 

"Taking up my morning's Mail and 
Empire on this Coronation day, 1 noticed 
a lung report on the results of tho 
school examinations recently held 
throughout tho province, with much of 
which I quite agi eo; but there is a phase 
of this question of education to which 1 
think it high time attention should be 
directed in the hope that some improve- 
ment mav bo brought about. 1 refer 
to tho necessity of leaching people to 
speak decent English, and in this partic- 
ular a very heavy responsibility lies 
at tho door of tho press of the coun- 
try, which often tolerates in its col- 
umns the most abominable slang. As an 
example of this take the enclosed report 
from an evening newspaper of the pro- 
ceedings of the Council of the College 
of Pharmacy. Tho particular question 
under discussion had reference to the 
remuneration of the examiners, and a 
member of that body, according to tho 
report, expressed his views in language 
which should not be permitted. He said: 
"Mr. E. W. Case — "Mr. Gibbard has 
put tho whole thing in a nutshell. If 
the examiners don't like their jobs let 
them cough them up.' 
•• 'It is now up to the examiners. 
" "If the' examiners don't like their 
jobs lot them cough them up,' and the. 
journalistic comment which follows, - lt 
is now up to the examiners,' is also ob- 
jectionable. Poor spelling and writing 
ou tho part of the pupils are serious 
matters, but what is to be said of per- 
sons who are engaged in the active bus- 
iness of life and hold important public 
positions who degrade the King's Eng- 
lish in this way'/ Even in your own re- 
ports tow ard tne end of it 1 tind "anbther 
examiner" used language which is but 
little improvement on that I have, already 
cited. Speaking of these same pupils, 
ho said: 'After a little more training 
they will start in to unload on tho ris- 
ing generation.' If I may use his owu 
expression. 1 should say it is a pity 
that this critic did not provide himself 
with a better supply of English before he 
himself started in to unload.' Our lan- 
guage, is becoming almost unintelligible, 
owing to the gibberish in common use 
by just such people as these. If you 
can do anything to stop it, 'speak now.' " 

Tho writer, you will observe, quotes 
the expression "to put in a nutshell" 
without comment or objection. Yet this 
common and accepted idiom must have 
been "slang" once. lie also uses the 
term "slang" itself which is derived from 
an irascible Dutch general called 
Schlangeuherg, and the classical use uf 
■which is, it there is such a thing, 
the expression "to slang a person" 
or "to give him a slanging" in tho senso 
of to abuse him. So that in the term 
"slang" we have two separate illustra- 
tions of methods in which language is 
enriched. In the first place we have the 
name of a man used to designate a 
happy knack of expletive abuse, and 
in the second, we have the same word 
used to denote all words created in a 
similar fashion. But the fact that 
"slang'' lias long ceased to lie slang 
should teach people to be cautious before 
condemning all newcomers among words 
and expressions. 

Tin' other extreme is typified by a 
Chicago professor, (by the way, what a 
fearful bred oJ professors they pro- 
dun.- in Chicagolj who rtceutly de- 
clared: 

"Boys nud girls need 'slung.' It's 
good for t belli, l.ct them Use it, "Slang' 

to uinete, u years <,;' ago t.i acquire iT..- 



baby slang of the same grand old 
root words of the human tongue! But 
what a beautiful idea, what a happy 
image is contained in the word "Fall" 
as applied to a season of the year com- 
pared with "Autuntn." "Autumu" is 
a hog glutted with acorns, a human 
hog full of corn and wine and the fruits 
of tho earth! "Fall," a human soul, 
a tenderly mystical soul of the northern 
hemisphere, seeing in the fluttering ot 
a dead leaf to the ground a reflex image 
of the mystery of decay and ultimate re- 
generation. 

But, dear me! I have wandered a 
long way from "slang." >Slang ex- 
pressions must be judged upon their

Senussi had in view the ob- 
ject oi founding a vast Moslem empire 
"in Northern Africa, with himself as the 
Napoleon of the Sahara: nud as one by 
one his rivals wen- disposed of he gath- 
ered strength from the derelict chivalry 
Of the defeated prophets 

He had no caste prejudice to fight, foi 
both aboriginal and Arab embrace the 
Mohammedan faith, and battle for it 
as enjoined bv their religion. die 
cause of the Faithful against the I' rank 
is enough for most, and with an a Hur- 
ling bit of raiding thrown in it is not 
to" be wondered at tiiat the Senussi 
armv grew into a powerful force. But 
not 'content with sprearl'ng his cause by 
the caravan routes, the Senussi Prophet 
four years ago sent out missionaries to 
preach a holy war from F.ast to West, in 
British. French and Egyptian territory 
alike. ' . , 

And recently the Senussi has played a 
decisive card. He has soul an applica- 
tion to the Khedive's government re- 
questing them to allow him ami his 
moil to pass through Egyptian territory 
(in the Soudan, via Berber and Suokim) 
to Mecca. The cunning of this move is 
deep indeed. Qleccn is the goal which 
every true .Moslem tries to reach some- 
time during his life. And it is tie- duty 
or every other Moslem to assist him. 

Thus if the Egyptian officials who arc 

Moslems— refuse li s request. Senussi will 
brand them ns the creatures of Infidel 
dogs, which will furnish him with a 
splendid cry for stirring up the fanatic- 
ism of his bigoted followers. 

The attitude of the soots in the Son- 
dan has 1 II favorable to him. as the

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strength. But the Arab will not go to 
thi> clev!;. native or British, because these 
officials do not understand their imarrels 
like tie- soldier of Lord Kitchener's 
training, mi l in consequence the men go 
to the she!-', N. will are getting back 
their old influence over the peonle for 
evil, ami Senussi has made himself pow- 
erful with those chiefs. 

The sheikh has chosen a favorable 
time for a forward movement, as the 
men of the Khalifa. Itnhnh. and the 
Sokoto Lmirs have recovered their nerve 
Iby moans of the far-reaching Senussi 
missionaries, and are ready to join the 
new prophet: so that his appearance 
about the borders of the new Soudan 
would rni u o fanaticism to fever heat, as 
the missionaries have prophesied his 
coming. The whole of North Central 
Africa is ngog with excitement, and 
■wherever the chieftinn move-; he gath- 
ers men, and when ' is preaching chang- 
es to an attack- on British, Egyptian, or 
French territory his army of 15,000 will 
swell enormously. 

Sirdar Wingate's business i< to see 
that Senussi floes not get near enough 
1o the Khed've's Soudan to raise the 
fanaticism or the IMo*lem hordes, ami 
in consequence a force will probably in 
the autumn cover Khartoum from the 
we^t, so that the advance can lie met. 
if it comes, nnd checked on safe ground. 

Senussi may feel'himself stroug enough 
now for attack: the false prophets are 
gone, nnd he alone stands survived and 
fittest. AH along tin- western border 
of the Egyptian Soudan the Sonussi 
movement has obtained a hold, and the 
object of placing a force between the 
ti'lvnre of ii,,, tens of thousands await- 
ing it is the one a nil only method of 
avoiding the peril.

How then was the empire built up? 
Not by means of the party wrangles at

the "burden of empire" on ministerial 
lips is synonymous with defence, to the 
cost of which the colonies contribute 
nothing. Is this correct? It is when 
defence is narrowed to mean the main- 
tenance of the army and navy, but not 
when used in its widest sense. Who 
lias defended the most vulnerable fron- 
tier in the British empire for the last 
hundred years? Not England, but 
Canada. In the same way colonists 
have maintained order in South Africa, 
though the colored races outnumber 
them twelve to one. The Cape Mounted 
(Police and Hitles, the Natal Mounted 
I'olice, the Northwest Mounted Police, 
and the Ithodesian [Mounted Police, are 
the finest practical soldiers in the 
world 'But apparently defence is a 
burden only when it is borne by the 
British taxpayer.

equally .conspicuous by its absence. At 
the very moment armed bands of as- 
sassins, trained, organized, and equip- 
ped with the knowledge of the American 
authorities, were threatening the Cana- 
dian frontier, the British troops sta- 
tioned in Quebec, were withdrawn. 
Again tlie Home government refused to 
demand compensation, though Canada 
had been put to great expense in repel- 
ling the invaders, lives had been lost 
and much property destroyed. "While ad- 
mitting their own responsibility in the 
matter of the Alabama, British ministers 
tacitly denied the responsibility of the 
United States for a graver offence. In 



that, if he supports the army and 
navy, it is the money poured into the 
lap of the mother country by the col- 
onies that enables him to meet the Ulii. 
That is to say, it is not, as he supposes, 
a case of England giving all and the 
colonies nothing. The empire is the 
creation of strenuous effort, heroic self- 
sacritice, magnificent endurance, and 
heart-breaking labor. To hear some 
Englishmen talk, one would suppose 
that it wiii given by them to colonials 
ready-made, when it is the colonies 
who have given it to the Mother Coun- 
try. In n hundred years, a handful of 
British settlers built up from the begin- 
ning empires as large as Europe in 
British North America, Australasia, 
and South Africa, on the prestige won 
by their fathers iu tho Napoleonic 
wars, and by so doing created new and 
lucrative markets for the trade of Eng- 
land, increased her influence in the 
world, added to her strength and 
doubled and trebled her wealth. She, 
on her part, maintained the army and 
navy at greater or less elDciency, and 
seldom positively refused to recognize 
a British community as part of the Do- 
minions of the Crown. In other words, 
the self-supporting colonies were ex- 
pected to develope to maturity covered 
by British prestige, which was repre- 
sented by the Mother Country. Whether 
or not they Have performed their share 
of the bargain, the envy of the world 
is witness; whether or not she has per- 
formed her share is told by the 
scamped boundary line of Canada, the 
presence of France and Germany at 
the gates of Australia, and the South 
African war. The skeleton in the Eng- 
lish cupboard is not the defence of the 
colonies, but the necessity of feeding 
hungry millions in war-time. The Im- 
perial ideal of colonials, which had its 
origin in the settlement of the United 
empire loyalists in Canada, has built 
up tin' mightiest Empire time ever 
saw; the free trade ideal of English- 
men has left this country naked to her 
enemies, llenco it is not the depend- 
ence of the colonies on the army and 
navy tbat presents an insoluble prob- 
lem to the statesmen, but tin! dependence 
of the heart of the empire on foreign

Then the future of 
the British Empire iu that part of the 
world was sacrificed to party exigen- 
cies in tins country. There was surreil- 
- Iiaiatea, Samoa, the New Heb- 



ritories and strageticaJ positions neces- 
sary to their safety, are to pay for 
peace why should they als-o pay for the 
maintenance of armaments? Moreover 
they know perfectly well that the pres- 
ent strength of the army aud navy 
hears no relation to the responsibilities 
of the British Empire. Not a peuny 
oxtra Is spent on either on account of 
the colonies. Then, too, they are nor 
likely to forget that the use of tho Brit- 
ish' navy was given to the United 
States in the Spanish-American war. 
It never supported the rights of Can- 
ada, even when they were so obvious 
that they could not be disputed, but it 
supported a foreign power in an un- 
just war. Canadians and South Afri- 
cans have learned by bitter experience 
that generosity, justice and sentiment, 
are remembered by Englishmen only iu 
connection with disloyalty. 

It seems to be generally supposed that 
tho sending of contingents to Sooth 
Africa marks a new departure in colo- 
nial policy. In short, that it is the first 
time the colonies have helped tho 
motherland, whereas it is a common- 
place in our history. The main burden 
of the war of 1SPJ-14 fell on the Ca- 
nadian militia. In 1840 Canada offered 
a regiment, which was accepted by the 
Home government the following year. 
This was the Koyal Canudiau 100th, 
the first colonial corps raised for Im- 
perial services over-sea. Among the 
Canadian heroes of the Crimean war 
were General Williams, the defender 
of Kars, Major Welsford and Captain 
Barker, who fell at the head of the 
storming party that carried the Redan, 
and Colonel Dunn, who was chosen by 
his surviving comrades of the Light 
Brigade as the most deserving of their 
number to receive the Victoria Cross 
Nor was this all. The Canadian Legis- 
lature voted £ll(l,0(H) for the relief of 
the families of soldiers killed in the 
war. 

A greater part was played by tlie 
(-ape Colony in the Mutiny, The C ar- 
man Legion was re-enrolled; the set- 
tlers came forward and took upon them- 
selves the garrison duties of Cap" 
town; and £20,0p0 was voted by the 
Legislature to strengthen the local bor- 
der force. Sir George Grey was thus 
able to send upwards of 5,000 soldiers 
to India at a critical moment in tho 
most awful crisis the empire has >>vor 
passed through.

In face of these facts Mr. Morley said, 
not so very long ago, that Australia 
would never spend a sixpence or iose a 
man iu defence of the British empire, 
Had he spoken out of the fulness of 
his knowledge, his opinion might have 
been entitled to consideration. As he 
has never put his foot on Australian 
soil, and is apparently ignorant of its 
history, he insulted a loyal colonv 
without any grounds.
